Report Received 
On Requirements 
For M.D. Status 


The situation in’ the field of 

medicine has changed very lit- 
tle since before the war, accord- 
ing to a report received by Mr. 
Jerry Girdner. Enrollment in 
the medical school will be close 
to 23,000, which is just below the 
1944-45 wartime peak. 
- For each of the 6400 students 
entering the first year of medi- 
cal school this fall; there were 
13,000 applications from prospec- 
tive students. 

Today each of the 70 medical 
and seven basic medical science 
schools has a different set of 
‘minimum requirements. The 
trend, however, is for standard- 
ized entrance requirements. Med- 
ical students are not chosen for 
scholastic ability alone. They 
must pass a variety of aptitude 
tests and a test by the Carnegie 
Foundation which tests the stu- 
dent’s understanding of modern 
society. 

Pull, through friendship with 
school officials, is a thing of the 
past. Some of the most impor- 
tant factors in obtaining a satis- 
factory medical education are: 
(1) psychological factors; (2) per- 
sonality; (3) relative freedom 
from environmental stresses.

A_ high 
score in this would indicate that 
the student has a high aptitude 
in such courses as English, eco- 
nomics, history, psychology, etc. 

Any student who is undecided 
as to what course of study, or 
occupation, he wishes to follow 
may take one of several tests de- 
signed to determine what field 
he should enter.
